North American Sugar Indust- 
ries, a liquid sugar manufactur- 
ing concern, has completed work 
on a superstructure for a liquid 
sugar refinery inthe Belle Glade 
area. North American will create 
a subsidiary called Florida Sugar 
Refinery, to operate the.plant upon 
its completion. 

North American, formerly Cu- 
ban Americah Sugar Co., until 
that firm’s assets were national- 
ized by the Castro government, op- 
erates a refinery in Gramercy, La. 

David M.. Keiser; company presi- 
dent, said that part of the refining 


| équipment „also is in place. The 


refinery is expected to open early 
next year. 

Keiser said it would have an 
annual capacity of’ 100 million 
pounds of liquid sugar. He said 
product would be called “Cascade” 
and would be sold to canners, bot- 
tlers, bakeries, preservers and ice 
cream manufacturers throughout 
Florida. 

Florida Sugar Corp., a North 
American subsidiary, and other 
sugar cane growers.in the Lake 
Okeechobee area will supply the 
refinery with raw sugar, Keiser

Food Inspectors 
Working Overtime 


TALLAHASSEE—Inspectors of 
the Florida Department of Agri- 
culture have been working over- 


| time to assure consumers or whole- 


some food supplies in the wake of 
hurricanes Cleo and Dora, Commis- 
sioner Doyle Conner said today. 

“In fact, a greatly augmented 
inspection force was still on- the 
job last week in North Florida,” 
Conner said. “Because floods were 
continuing in some areas, it wasn't 
until this week before our ‘emer- 
gency food inspections began to 
taper off.” 

In areas such as Live Oak, hard 
hit by floods, damage to food sup- 
plies has been heavy. At one re- 
tail store there, the loss was 100 
per cent and at another, 75 per 
cent. 

Thirty inspectors have been 
working 12 to 14 hours a day in 
North Florida where Dora caused 
heavy damage. Normally 8 inspect- 
ors are on the job in this part of 
the state. 

“Food of many kinds in retail 
stores, wholesale warehouses and 
processing plants are subject to 
possible spoilage or contamination 
by conditions generated by . the 
fury of a hurricane,” Conner said. 

“Our inspectors remove from 
consumer chanriels all products un- 
fit for human consumption. Any. 


that can be salvaged. for animat 


feed are made available for that 
purpose. The remainder is destroy- 
ed. under an inspector’s supervis- 
ion.” 

Power failures that shut down 


freezer facilities are one of the 


chief causes ` of food. spoilage. 


Flooding can cause heavy losses by 


water contamination. Physical 
damage results from winds or 
floods,” Conner said, “consumers 
can be assured that, when business 
is resumed, the foods in their re- 
tail markets have passed inspec- 
tion and are wholesome.”
